OUR DEBTS AND PEACE

Newton D. Baker says whether Americans like it 
or not, the war debts will nev er be p aid. He finds it 
p lain that the allies cannot p ay in money, and if they 
p ay in goods, it would up set America’s trade. 
Mr. 
Baker’s constructiv e suggestion is to take Elihu Root, 
William Howard Taft, Charles Ev ans Hughes. Wil­ 
liam E. Borah and Claude A. Swanson, and send them 
to Europ e commanded to effect a settlement. 
“The American p eop le hav e not been told the truth 
about the debts.” said Mr. Baker. “They believ e that 
Europ e owed the United States ov er ten billion and 
that we are collecting it. It is now ap p arent that we 
are not collecting the debt at all, but merely collect­ 
ing the p romises to p ay about half of it. 
“From the standp oint of p ure business, leav ing 
morals and ideals aside, America has so great a stake 
in Europ e that the most p riceless boon it can hav e is 
an orderly and p eaceful world in which our debts will 
be safe, for America’s stake has increased by about 
ten billions since the war.” 
Mr. Baker seems on slightly uncertain economic 
ground when he states categorically that p ayment in 
goods would up set America’s trade. There are think­ 
ers who believ e America q uite eq ual to any necessary 
little p roblems of adjustment which might thus be of­ 
fered for solution. But the Europ ean debt is a p retty 
difficult matter. 
It is simp le enough to say, “These 
p eop le borrowed the money. They owe it. Let them 
p ay. if not all. at least what they can.” That v iew is 
eminently reasonable. 
On the other hand, there is such a thing as being 
saddled with debts for dead horses to the p oint where 
one cannot feed his liv e mule. And the horses of war 
are dead indeed. 
It is also true that any business 
can make more money out of a liv e and going cus­ 
tomer. friendly, though of modest means, than out 
of a debt-ridden, dep ressed and bitter customer, who 
doesn’t want to buy ev en a little. 
The main thing is to get the mess settled in some 
fashion. It is susp ense which gets on p eop le’s nerv es. 
And certainly we can agree with Mr. Baker that it 
would be “ a p riceless boon to ev eryone if we could 
arriv e at an orderly and p eaceful world.

THE WAR ON DIPHTHERIA 
T here w as a time when dip htheria w as the most 
serious and dram atically fatal of all diseases. 
Nov ­ 
elists found it excellent m aterial for the creation of 
dram atic situations, 
A p hysician would be called In the middle of 
the night to the bedside of a gasp ing child whose 
th roat w’as obstructed by a m ass of dip htheritic 
m em brane. 
H e would either suck the m em brane from the 
th roat by m outh to moutli insufflation or through 
a tube, if one was av ailable, or else he would op en 
the windp ip e and p erm it the child to breathe below 
the m em brane, som etim es p erforming the op eration 
w ith a p ocket knife because of the seriousness of 
the em ergency. 
The death rate from the disease was terrific, re ­ 
gardless of th e best of medical attention. 
The fa ­ 
mous p icture “The D octor’’ th at is fam iliar to alm ost 
ev eryone, ap p arently w as a p hysician sitting a t the 
¡bedside of such a p atient. 
The nov elist, Tcheckhov , 
and m any others told the story of p hysicians who 
¡died as the result of giv ing a treatm ent such as 
th at which h as been m entioned. 
B ut betw een 18 9 0 and 18 95 a change came. During 
those years a G erm an scientist, named Behring, 
utilized the discov ery of Loeffler that this disease 
is caused by a germ , and the discov ery of Roux, a 
p up il of Pasteur, th a t th e 
germ 
accomp lishes 
Its 
ev il results by the p roduction of a p oison when it 
grows in the tissues, and p rep ared a serum that 
could be used against this p oison or toxin. 
T h at serum is known as dip htheria antitoxin. 
It 
is m ade by injecting the p oison created by the 
germ into a horse. 
T his does not affect the horse 
seriously, but does stim ulate its blood to p roduce a 
substance which will counteract the p oison. 
A fter the substance Is p roduced w ithin the blood 
of the hor.se. the anim al Is bled from the Jugular 
v ein, the am ount of blood taken not being sufficient 
to cause him any sym p tom s. This blood is p erm itted 
to settle so th a t the fluid m atter or serum Is sep ­ 
arated from the solid m atter, such as the red blood 
cells. This serum is know n as dip htheria antitoxin. 
By 18 9 5, antitoxin w as being widely used In the 
control of this disease. 
The result was a p henom ­ 
enal low ering of the death rate. 
W hereas alm ost 
125 p ersons out of each 100.000 died in New York 
City In 18 8 5 from dip htheria, only 30 in each 100,000 
died frosn th is cause in 18 9 6, and less than 20 in 


D uring the sam e p eriod, it had been found th a t 
the injection of a sm all am ount of antitoxin in p er­ 
sons who w ere exp osed to dip htheria would sup p ly 
their blood w ith p rotectiv e substances, so th a t they 
did not succum b to the disease. 
In addition, such m easures were p ut Into effect 
a i had long been used in connection w ith infectious 
diseases. 
The p atient him self w as isolated; p ersons 
who w ere known to hav e the germ s in their th roat 
a fte r infection were treated, so th a t they would not 
carry th e disease, and. in general, the am ount of 
d ip htheria w as reduced. 
The battle against dip htheria up to this p oint w as 
one of the m ost successful cam p aigns th a t scientific 
m edicine had ev er accomp lished, but it w as not p e r­ 
m itted to lap se a t this p oint. 
New discov eries were 
to be m ade w hich w'oyld accomp lish more In con­ 
trolling this disease. Indeed, w ith our p resent know l­ 
edge. sanitarians and hygienists are conv inced th at 
dlD htheria m ay be comp letely elim inated from our 
c o^ .try through the 
ap p lication 
of 
our 
p resent 


^"•Tbat^ap p lication will dep end on the enlightened 
attitu d e of the p ublic which will av ail Itself of the 
knowledge th a t has been dissem inated am ong p hy- 
sF lans.

Those who adv ise against further reclamation of Western 
lands for fear of ov erp roduction fail to take into account one of the 
most imp ortant factors. 
That is, the almost illimitable v ariety of 
crop s which can be grown in the Pacific Southwest and along the 
Western slop e as far as the Canadian line. 
Another p oint that 
should be remembered is that the American p eop le are giv ing more 
attention to diet, that they are becoming conv inced that fruits and 
v egetables are just as essential to health and longev ity as are grain 
and meat p roducts. These facts, taken in conjunction with the in­ 
crease in p op ulation and the more general p rosp erity of the country, 
exp lain why California and Arizona find it difficult to sup p ly the 
Eastern demand for lettuce, celery, sp inach, melons, and those many 
other fav orite articles of the modern menu, which can be grov /n in 
sufficient q uantity and at all seasons of the year only in a mild 
climate such as this. 
The continued unsettled condition of p olitical and economic 
affairs in Mexico makes it unsafe to look to that p otential garden 
sp ot as a dep endable source of sup p ly. California and Arizona, New 
Mexico and Nev ada, and other Southwestern states need the Boulder 
Dam and the water which il will giv e for irrigation p urp oses and 
the p ower which it will dev elop for p ump ing more water into those 
areas which the Colorado cannot reach through its p rop osed net­ 
work of canals. 
America needs also a larger acreage in Oregon set to ap p le 
orchards and to other fruits. The nation is hard p ressed for its p o­ 
tato sup p ly. 
Oregon and Washington should be ideal for the p ro­ 
duction of this all-imp ortant crop . Idaho ship p ed many carloads of 
p otatoes to Southern California, and there is no reason why other 
states of the northwest should not share in this business. Oregon, it 
is claimed, is using less than one-fourth of its p otential farm lands. 
To urge Oregon not to p lace more of its area under p low, or to ex­ 
tend its irrigation systems, is to lose sight of the p resent and future 
needs of the American p eop le. 
Californians are accustomed to thinking of Oregons as a land 
of excessiv e rain. This may be true in ordinary seasons along the 
coast, but there is a semi-arid region east of the Cascade mountains 
which contains two-thirds of the total area of the state. Some day, 
as reclamation p roceeds, as surp lus water is p laced on the thirsty 
land. Eastern Oregon will be one of the most p roductiv e districts in 
the United States, and the rest of the world will be calling for its 
crop s. 
. 
. 
Of course it is p ossible to mismanage reclamation p rojects. Mis­ 
takes can be made along any legitimate line of business; but when 
soundly based and p rop erly carried out, reclamation p ays a big 
p rofit. It is a p olicy that must be p ursued consistently if the United 
States is to continue to feed its own p eop le and to hav e a surp lus 
for other countries.

cap acity for the enjoym ent of the 
Intellectual and sp iritual side of 
life. 
It seem s to me th a t a m an 
w ith a Qollege education and an 
artisan’s Income would be alm ost 
in an ideal p osition.” 
“You m ade one statem ent, Mr. 
President, which I noted p articu ­ 
larly,” I rem arked. 
“You said th at 
those m en and women who hav e 
attained distinguished success w ith­ 
out being m arried 
hav e 
worked 
under a great handicap . 
I take it 
to m ean th a t there is no doubt in 
your m ind th a t m arriage la a great 
contribution to a m an’s success?” 
“How can there be any doubt 
about it?” he rep lied.
